Parish and ending five miles north of the Mid-South Company Railroad2
Bridge in Caddo Parish, no gaming may be conducted while a riverboat3
is docked, unless the vessel is docked for less than forty-five minutes4
between excursions.  However, should the master of the riverboat5
reasonably determine and certify in writing that the weather conditions6
or the water conditions are such that those conditions, which the master7
shall specify, present a danger to the riverboat, its passengers, and8
crew, then the riverboat may remain docked and gaming may take place9
until such time as the master determines that those conditions have10
sufficiently diminished to proceed or until the duration of the11
authorized excursion has expired. A riverboat gaming"12

(3) (2) Agents of the division may be on board at any time33
during gaming operations for the purpose of determining compliance34
with the provisions of this Chapter.35

(4) (3) Gaming devices, equipment, and supplies customarily36
used in conducting gaming, must be purchased or leased only from37
suppliers permitted for such purpose under this Chapter.38

(5) (4) Licensees shall permit no form of wagering on games39
except as permitted by this Chapter, and the rules of the division.40
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(6) (5) Gaming may only take place in the designated gaming1
area while the riverboat is upon a designated river or waterway.2

(7) (6) Gaming equipment may not be possessed, maintained, or3
exhibited by a person on a riverboat except in the designated gaming4
area, or a secure area used for inspection, repair, or storage of the5
equipment and specifically designated for that purpose.6

(8)(7)  Wagers may be received only from a person present on7
a licensed riverboat.8

(9) (8) A person under age twenty-one shall not be permitted in9
the designated gaming area of a riverboat.10

(10) (9) Gaming is permitted only on the rivers described in R.S.11
27:43.12

(11) (10) Except for racehorse wagering and the play of slot13
machines, gaming wagers may be made only with tokens, chips, or14
electronic cards purchased from the licensee aboard a riverboat.  Such15
tokens, chips, or electronic cards may be used while aboard the16
riverboat only for the purpose of making wagers on gaming games.17

(12) (11) Licensees must shall use only those docking facilities18
and routes for which they are licensed and may only board and19
discharge passengers only at the riverboat’s licensed berth.20

(13)(12) Licensees must have adequate protection and indemnity21
insurance, as determined by the commission, at all times during22
operation of a riverboat.23

(14) (13) Licensees and riverboats must shall have all necessary24
federal and state licenses, certificates, or other regulatory approvals25
prior to operating a riverboat, including meeting all requirements for26
safety, employee training, and inspection of the United States Coast27
Guard for such vessels.28

(15) (14) In addition to the above, gaming must be conducted in29
accordance with all the terms of the license, the requirements set forth30
in this Chapter, and rules and regulations adopted by the division and31
the commission."32
